"The United -Natural Gas Company and, the Pennsylvania Gas Company will in- 


augurate a raise in tho price o£ gas ettoctive May IL5, winch, will mean a slight increase 
over the present rates for the Cuel being paid here. 


"Due to the large amount of gas being needed for the domestic consumers, the gas 


companies find they must cut clown the amount of the fuel being used under the boilers 
oE manufacturing plants and also endeavor to make the consumer economize in methods 
o£ domestic use. 


"The Oil City rate /.one comprises the cRics of Oil City and Franklin and the bor- 


oughs of Polk, Rouseville, Pleasantvilie, TJtica ami CoopcrsU>wn and the townships of 
Allegheny, Richland, Sorubgrass, Clinton, Canal, jTackson', Oakland, Sugar Creek, Corn- 
plantor, Pino Grove, Rocldaml, Cranberry, President, Clierrytroe, Oil Creek, French 
Creek, Sandy Crook and Mineral in Venango county; the boroughs of Tidloute and 
Youngville and the townships o£ Limestone, Deerlleld, Conowango, Triumph, Pittsfleld, 
and Brokenstraw In Warren county; the boroughs of Jackson and Cool Spring in Mer- 
cer county; tho townships of Ashland, Elk, Washington, Knox, Paint, Beaver, Salem, 
Farmington and Highland in-Clai-ion county. 


"Tho domestic heating and lighting service, which includes the service rendered to 


hospitals, .schools, churches, hotels and restaurants, will have an advance of five cents 
over the old rate, making the now i'ato 37 cents with a discount of two cents if bill is 
paid on or before the 10th day of the month. A remittance by chock or niojiey sent by 
mail, even though mailed on either the ninth or 10th day of the month, and which 
reaches the gas company's office on the llth, Js not entitled to the discount on that; 
account. 


"The Industrial and commercial power service, which includes gas engines and 


steam boilers, will be liable to suspension of service entirely between tthe dates of No- 
vember 3 and April 1, if the company considers it advisable in order to supply domestic 
consumers. The rate will be 37 cents per thousand cubiC|feet and a discount of three 
cents will be allowed if the accounts are settled on or before the 10th day of each'month. 
The same rules in regard to remittances by mail as is applied to the'domestic consum- 
ers also will be in force here.

"The street lighting service^ ate will be $1.00 per burner (same to be considered as 


one Welsbach burner and not open flares or batswiugs), the rate to be net with no dis- 
count. 


"The steam boiler service rates will be 2f cents per thousand feet and this rate will 


be not with HO discount. Tho service on this class of consumers will be subst-rvlent to 
all others In the matter of being cut off in case of shortage of gas for other classes of 
service except contract class customers. 


"The contract service'rate will be 20 cents and the service is limited between the 


dates of April 1 and November 15 with a flat rate of 20 cents per thousand feet. This 
class of service Is only intended to take care of gas that might otherwise be -taken from 
under the gas company's leases. 


"The rates Cor the PUBLIC SCHOOLS, AS A SPECIAL RATE, ARE ABOLISHED 


and they are now listed together with churches, hotels and like consumers, under the 
general domestic class. FREE AND SPECIAL RATSS T.O THE MUNICIPALITIES 
AND SOME INDIVIDUALS ARE DISCONTINUED. This ruling will affect the cities 
of Titusville and Franklin and the boroughs of Cooperstown, Jackson Center, Utica and 
Tidiouto, the commissioners of Warren county and an individual, William Hasson,' of. 
Utlca. 


"The abo\«) classification applies to all the other services of the United Natural Gas 


Co. and also those of the Pennsylvania Gas Co.'s lines in the towns and cities of the 
section in practically the same rate and ruling."
